The beautiful Linde- 
rella, ere she was out of her infancy, was 
fast sinking down into the sickly, an J* 1 18 
dowdy, dirty mother of low life. Then 
came the parish medical attendance, and 
the begrudged parish relief, and the oh* 
tained gin when food itself was unattaina¬ 
ble ; the lowering look, the heavy curse, 
and the heavier blow of tho debased hoy- 
husband. His time was out, and his em¬ 
ployment precarious. What God had in~ 
tended Ann to he it would be impiety to 
presume, but what she was...what man had 
made her—even the evil one himself must 
have felt pity to behold.«—This was the 
dark, the dangerous part of her life. She 
looked at her wailing infant., she saw. it 
press the enfeebled, the flaccid, the milk¬ 
less bosom, and she wished it dead.

It may easily be supposed that 
her savings had not been considerable ; 
nevertheless, she had won the heart of a 
young mac of Paris, of the name of Mar¬ 
cel, and the 15ih of May last was to have

stopped, spoke to the child, siul caressed 
its cheek. Iis mother and tho neighbors 
remarked this act of a stranger, w^.jose long 
beard rendered him somewhat suspected. 
They began to fling stones at him. He 


*...jy began to fling stones at him. He 
turned to know the cause, and they cried 
out that he wanted to pct’ison the child. At 
the tenible word avelrnitore % the populace 
gathered in tumult.^George saw his dan¬ 
ger, and sought to fly. Protected by two 
gensdarmes, who were passing at the mo¬ 
ment, he was. able to reach a house, but 
the fury of the populace augmented with 
their numbers....They broke open the door 
of the house : got possession of our brother; 
tlie gensdarroes took to flight ; the un¬ 
fortunate George was flung down, strip¬ 
ped, dtagged by the hair from the Pi¬ 
azza Montanara to the Hospital della 
C'jnsolazione, near the descent of Monto 
Cnssino, that is, for nearly six hand* 
red paces. They never ceased stoning 
him, and gavo him stabs with knives, 
torturing him till they thought him dead. 
The rage of these madmen was not even 
then satisfied. They proposed to quarter, 
to hang him, to throw him into the river. 
At last they decided on burning him. 
They gathered straw togeihcr, put him in 
it, and the horrible sacrifice would have 
been consummated, if the victim had not 
shown signs of life ant l tried to get up. 
He was immediately trodden down by the 
crowd. At this moment the gendarmerie 

























































































































arrived, and by force, by persuasion, and 
in the name of the Madonna, reached him. 
The students of the hospitals aided the 
gensdarntes to take up the body, which 
was borne to the hospital, and the gates 
closed against the crowd. Here he was 
most anxious .amidst his suffering, to prove 
his identity and previous life at Rome. 
The English Consul assisted at his last 
moments, and, as well as the entire city, 
evinced towards him the most lively inter¬ 
est. He expired after eight days of intoler¬ 
able suffering_«The Consul caused him to 

be buried in the English oemetery. It ap¬ 
pears that George was not the first victim 
of this kind, bnt that there were four or 
five others. The Consul arid Ambassador 
complain of the indolence and want of 
foresight of the Roman Government, in not 
taking, beforehand, the measures necessary 
by tiie actual slate in which Rome then 
was.
